The quest for gold and fertile valleys brought the white man into Apache 
country in increasing numbers. Determined to stop the white men, the Apaches 
struck hard with sudden, savage raids. The Apache scourge became so men- 
acing that the Army sent in their best Indian fighters. The Army fought the 
savages at their own game, never giving them a chance to rest. Every rock be- 
came a fort and every gully an ambuscade against the Apache. On April 27, 
1873, the years of Apache terror came to an end.
